6. The cited references are described below: 

DE 2558035 (claims 1, 3, and 17) discloses a process for converting C 7 - C12 
alkylaromatic hydrocarbons, e.g., transalkylation over a catalyst comprising TEA- 
mordenite. 

WO 98/14417 (page 14, lines 12-25) discloses transalkylating benzene with 
diethylbenzenes over an acidic mordenite zeolite catalyst prepared in accordance 
with U.S. Patent No. 5,175,135. W098/14417 has a U.S. counterpart, U.S. 
5,959,168. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,175,135 teaches acidic mordenite zeolite catalyst having a 
crystallite size of 500 to 5000 angstroms (0.05 to 0.05 micron). 

The art listed herein, while of some relevance, is not to be considered to 
teach or suggest the invention described and claimed in the aforementioned 
application. The references do not teach or suggest the use of small crystal TEA- 
mordenite in a separate transalkylation reactor. 
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It is respectfully requested that the references listed herein be considered 
during prosecution of this application and made of record therein, appearing among 
the "References Cited" on any patent to issue therefrom.
